REINDEER HERD

Canada’s reindeer herd, wandering 
in the Arctic wilderness for - five 
years, has arrived home. From Ak- 
lavik came a brief message to Hon. 
T. C. Murphy, Minister of the Inter. 
ior, announcing the great Mackenzie 
river had at last been crossed by the 
2,000-odd animals. 

With a view to providing for Es- 
kimos of the western Arctic regions, 
many of whom have been facing fa- 
mine conditions, the Dominion gov-, 
ernment arranged with the Lomen. 
Brothers Corporation of New York to 
supply the animals. From the Kotze- 
bue peninisula in western Alaska 
3,000 animals wer: to be driven to 
the east shore of the Mackenzie. 

Rivers had to be crossed, storms 
encountered, wolves met. Time had to 
be taken for resting while young 
fawns gathered strength. When rivers 
were wide and deep, it was necessary 
to wait for a freeze-over. J 

Now that the animals dave arrived 
effort will be made to teach the 
Eskimos to settle down to the life of 
livestock breeders, solving the fa- 
mine situation.

Alfalfa Seed Supply 


? The alfalfa seed supply in Canada 
ig now regarded as-nd more than suf- 
ficient for seed «requirements this 
 goming spring, being somewhat small- 
er than was formerly expected”In 
Ontario the 1934 seed crop was ligat- 
er than normal. Much of the seed was 
jacking in plumpness and weight ow- 
{ng to insufficient rainfall during the 
“filling season. This was true particu- 
larly of seed saved from the second 
“cutting. 
It is fortunate, however, that the 
supply of Canadian grown alfalfa seed 
for this spring is sufficient to sow a 
mal acreage. Alfalfa is becoming 
‘more end more popular as a farm 
crop and has saved the hay situation 
om many farms where drougat would 
fave caused a serious hay shortage 
_ if other clovers and grasses iad been 
the only hay crops. 
Until qui t years the only 
areas in Ontario where it was grown 
- extensively were a few of the south- 
western counties. It is now’ common 
throughout the province and if only 
hardy seed is used it may be counted 
upon to tarive in almost any cultiv- 
2 able area in Canada where the soil 
has sufficient lime content and where 
good drainage is also provided. 
Most of the alfalfa now grown in 
Canada is either of the Ontario Varic- 
‘gated or Grimm veriety, the two out- 
standing hardy varieties which have 
made alfalfa production in Canada 
both extensive and profitable. 
Need Green Feed in Winter 
The average farm poultry flock of 
$5 hens requires approximately one- 
_.half acre of greens if the proper a- 
* mount of green feed during the win- 
ter months is provided. As scon as 
moisture is available to germinate 
"rye, oats or wheat, the planting of 
_ either one or all three of these grains 
to furnish greens for the laying flock 
daring the fall and wirter’months is 
advisable.

the various seeds. It has been demon- 
strated that for wheat, oats, and bar- 
ley more economical yields may be 
obtained by applying commercial fer- 
tilizer directly in contact with, or 
slightly below, tne seed than by ap- 
plying it broadcast. In certain crops, 
the germination of the seed is check- 
ed and in some cases completely ru- 
ined by contact with commercial fer- 
tilizer. While this does not apply to 
wheat, oats, and barley, it is not ad- 
visable to seed corn in contact. The 
fertilizer should be applied in bands 
‘about two inches to the side and 
‘slightly below or level with the seed. 
In the case of peas, the fertilizer 
snould be separated slightly from the 
seed, preferably below the seed with 
one-haif to one inch of soil between. 
Good results have been obtained with 
fertilizer or potatoes, both broadcast 
and in drill or row. It is recommended 
however, to apply fertilizer in bands 
at either side of the row and level 
with, or slightly below, the sets or 
seed.

The buying of seed in Eastern Ont- 
ario proceeds actively as growers of- 
fer it for sale. Practically all the sur- 
plus of red clover and timothy in the 
St. Lawrence counties aas been sold, 
but growers still have some sweet 
clover for sale.

Feeding Hens for Fertility and | 
Hatchability 


Fertility and hatchability of eggs 
are factors which greatly affect the 
profits to be derived from hatching 
operations. While certain supplement- 
ary feeds increase fertility and Satch- 
ability, the general management of 
the flock has much to do with the re-| 
sults. Tae breeding stock should be 
in a good vigorous condition and if 
maximum returns are to be obtained, 
production must be high during the. 
breeding season. Where pullets are 
used for breeding purposes, produc- 
tion should not be obtained at the ex- 
pense of body weight at any time and) 
the birds should enter the breeding 
season in a high state of vitality. 


the breeding season in a high state of 
vitality,*they must have completed 
their moult and built up their bodies 
sufficiently to insure high production 
of fertile eggs during the breeding 
season. High hatchability is also ap- 
parently inherited to some extent, so 
breeders should be selected from pro- 
lific families. 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion, Fredericton, N. B., experiments 
have been conducted to determine the 
value of supplementary feeds, such as 
cod liver oil, milk or milk powder and 
alfalfa leaf meal, when fed to breed- 
ing hens. While furtaer investigations 
are necessary to determine definitely 
the merits of some of these supple- 
ments, it has been demonstrated that 
‘supplements rich in vitamines A and 
D, of which cod liver oil is an out- 
standing example, @re necessary to 
secure best.results, There is also evi- 
dence to show that aii!k in.some form 
and leafy vegetables or lg are 
beneficial. Besides feeding a prope 
balanced ration, the addition of two 
per cent cod liver oil in the mash, 
or one-quarter teaspoon per bird per 
day and a daily supply of leafy vege- 
tables or clover or alfalfa leaves, 
would appear to be necessary for best ; 
results during the hatching season.

After hatching, the chicks should 
be left in the incubator until they are 
perfectly dry. Great care should be 
exercised in transferring them to the 
brooder, to avoid chill, and the 
brooder pen should be warmed for at 
least twenty-four hours before the 
chicks are placed in it. The chicks 
should be confined close to the brood- 
er for the first day. Then, as they be- 
come accustomed to their quarters, 
they may be given more liberty. Rapid 
hardening is desirable and important, 
but on no account should the temper- 

ture be lowered to an uncomfortable 
level. The thermometer, which should 
read from 100 to 110 degrees, at the 
edge of the hover, may be used as an 
indicator, but the chicks themselves 
should be the proper guide for regu- 
lating the temperature. If the chicks 
crowd they are too cold; if they lie 
spread out on the floor, around the 
hover, the temperature is right. 

Through further experiments con- 
ducted at this station, it has been 
found that for successful feeding, it is 
necessary to use grain, vegetable, ani- 
mal and mineral feeds, with a liberal 
supply of clean fresh water. Most of 
the commercial “Caick Starter Feeds” 
at present available are perfectly re- 
liable and quite satisfactory. For those 
wishing to mix their own rations, the 
following mixture is recommended: 
One part each of shorts, middlings, 
corn-meal, and oat-meal, ten per cent 
fine meat-meal, three per cent bone- 
meal, one per cent fine salt and two 
per cent cod liver oil.

The budget 
of the railways as presented to Par- 
Hament, provided for a total amount 
of $65,200,000. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that the met requirements for 
the year were $6,000,000 less than 
estimated, accounted for mainly by 
savings in capital expenditures. 

“The debt of the Canadian Nation- 
al Railway System, outstanding in 
the hands of the public is now $1,- 
238,000,000, having been reduced by 
$15.000,000-in the past year. Of the 
amount outstanding $956,000,0U0 are 
obligations guaranteed by the Domin- 
fon. 

“A further improvement in railway 
earnings is anticipated in the year

New 1935 Master and Standard Mo. 
dels, strongly emphasizing beauty 
and style and featuring high-powered 

| Performance wita economy, are an- 
| nounced today by Chevrolet. The 1935 
| Standard Chevrolets are on display at 
‘dealer showrooms in the city and for 
the first time today, and Master mo- 
dels will be available soon, Dealers 
|are now in possession of full details. 
Master body models include five- 
Coach, five-passenger 
Coach with trunk, five-passenger De 
| Luxe Coach with trunk, two-passenger 
| Coupe, four-passenger Coupe with 
| Rumble Seat, four passenger De Luxe 
Coupe with Rumble Seat, five-pass- 
enger Sedan, five-passenger Sedan 
with trunk, five-passenger De Luxe 
Sedan with trunk, and De Luxe Con- 
vertible with Rumble Seat. 

In addition to the Coach, Coupe, 
and Roadster, which comprised. the 
Standard line last year, the 1935 
Standard line includes a five-passeng- 
er Sedan, a De Luxe Sedan, a Sedan 
Delivery for light commercial use. 

Virtually the same performance is 
incorporated in the 1935 Standard as’ 
in the Master. The latter, however, | 
departs distinctly from previous 
Chevrolets. in striking advances of 
body design and trim. The engines, 
incorporating many 


utilizing five rubber supports. A new 
system of lubrication js used in both 
engines to serve the crank-pin bear- 
ings of the connecting rods.

The V-radiator is narrower and more 
sloping, the unit fenders are highly 
contoured, while tae windshield not! 
only slopes back steeply but also is 
slightly V-shaped, causing the fore- 
part«of.the car to flow smoothly into 
the body Which is beautifully stream-} 
lined. By utilizing the newly-developed 
all-steel roof construction, Chevrolet 
has attained a new sleekness, its. 
crowned roof sweeping from wind- 
shield to the graceful in a con-. 
tinuous curve, an aff heightened 
by absence of roof panels and mould- 
ings and by the continuity of body 
color over the entire top. 

Every detail of the Master is new, 

starting with the front bumper and 
‘cluding the radiator grille, the orn- 
ament that supplants the radiator 
cap (now under the hood), the hori-! 
zontal hood louvres, the running board. 
pattern, streamlined door handles, | 
spare tire mountings (concealed “in| 
some models), tail lamp, and rear 
bumper. The wheelbase of the new 

Master is increased to 113 incnes, and 
greater body space has been achieved 

by moving the engine forward. The 

appearance of great length has been 

enhanced by lowering the floor level 

one inch. 

All trunk models have integral 
trunks embodied in the rear panels, 
with compartments for the spare 
wheel. On De Luxe models pressed 
steel wheels with short rounded 
spokes are regular equipment. Wire 
wheels with large hub caps are used 
on regular models. 

In the lower-priced line of Stand- 
ard models, larger bodies, a new en- 
gine with 23, per cent more horse- 
power, an improved chassis frame, 
and numerous other new features give 
improved performance, better econ- 
omy, and greater comfort and sa‘e- 
ty.
